The revenae of the office for Decem­

This is a yearly average of more than

In a settled community 
the people nearly all havo boxes where 
they get their mail. Here nearly all 
t'iese tourists get their mail at the win­ 
dows. Again, these people away from 
home get ten letters fur the one the 
people receive at their own homes.

A B o b b e r W h o C laim » th a t H e 
w a i In J a i l. 
James M urray was arrested last Fri­ 
day afternoon as he w as trying to dis­ 
pose of a tine gold watch with the mono­ 
gram J. J . L. engraved upon tbe casef 
at the pawn brokers establishment of 
Cohn & Levy, near the l’iao House.

The record 
shows that ou the 21st, the day that 
Lee lust his watob, Murray completed a 
sentence, and consequently if he was re­ 
tained iu jail until tbe very time that 
he should have stayed there he could 
not have met the Rev. Air. Lee on Ala­ 
meda street on the morning of the day 
on which hu was to be set at liberty. 
Lee is positive that Murray is the man 
who assaulted him and stole his watch, 
and Cohn, the pawnbroker, is just as 
certain that he presented the watch for 
sale twice on the 21st at his place.
